A Korean' I war " 'veteran, Daniel 
Joseph Walsh, 25', 'of 'Val-Mar north 
of Antioch- attempted to end his 
life Monday night' through crashing 
an airplane- from'' the Camp Lake 
Airport, but -was • prevented doing 
so by Earl Arthur, Antioch business' 
man, who was called to the scene 
by residents near, the field.. 

The young man was arrested by 
Deputy KermLt'Schreck of the Ke- 
nosha - i county ' sheriff's department 
and taken lo/Kcnosha where 'he was 
placed in the mental ward of .the 
Kenosha hospital.- He was said to 
have been released from, an asylum 
a year ago. 

Walsh was first seen at the han- 
gar about 11:30,. but persons seeing 
him there" thoujjhvhe was one of the 
airplane owners. 

At 1 arm. a member of the Pank- 
nln family called Elmer Rentner 
and told him the landing lights, of a 
plane was on, but . he thought the 
owner probably was working .on it 
and made no attempt to Investigate, 
going back to bed. 

At 6:30 a. m. Russell Burel called 
Earl Arthur, local radio shop owner, 
who has a plane there, and he in- 
vestigated. He" found Walsh walk- 
ing- about on one of the smaller 
planes and asked him what he was 
doing. 

"I'm going to drive a plane up and 
crash it an kill myself," Walsh said, 

"You can't do that, none of these 
planes. belongs to you," commented 
Arthur. ' - ' f 

"They 'wouldn't care, would they, 
if 1 took one," Walsh replied. 
. With tills statement Arthur real- 
ised that- t^« 'changer was '^unac- 
countable for his action , and noti- 
fied ' his wife to cijll . the Kenosha 
sheriff. In the meantime Schreck 
arrived 

Investigation ' revealed that Walsh 
first .had tried. to fly the.;, Piper 
super-cruiser of Harry Nelson, and 
Calvin Harden. After ; tearing' the 
wires off the switch he pushed the 
pla ne on to the ramp * of the - hangar, 
- but -toe-ramp -yws^ too. . narrow .and 
one of the wheels' dropped off "into 
the excavation the men had dug to 
Pout cement In widening, the ramp. 
". The 1,000 oopm 1 narhln*» ^*"«is-.tno 
heavy for him to lift out of the ex- 
cavation, so he- abandoned it, < 

" Next Walsh -tried to fly the Stln- 
soh "Station' Wsfian'.' Plane belong- 
ing to Elmer Rentner erf Antioch. 
He broke a side window- in trying 
to. get in-' and. damaged the door 
handle. 'The ' carburetor, mixture 
control was set at full lean and the 
plane failed to strrt, 
. Next he tried the plane of Earl 
Arthur, but con Id n't get into it, and 
was running around the hangar try- 
ing first one plane and then .another, 
until apprehended.

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Employes and Shareholders 

There was all kinds of howling when the Ad- 
ministration . proposed, in it3 new tax bill, to give a 
little relief to people who received income from invest- 
ments. This, the cry went, meant fattening the rich 
at the expense of the poor. 

.President Eisenhower showed how empty that 
claim was, by citing the example of one of the biggest 
of our corporations. This concern has 300,000 work- 
ers—and practically the same number of stockhold- 
ers. Only 10 per cent of those stockholders had in- 
comes of more than $25,000 a year. Fifty-three per 
cent of those stockholders had incomes of less than 
$4500 a year — and $4500 Is the average annual wage 
of the company's employes. 

• As for the tax angle, the company pays 59 cents 
to the federal government out of each dollar It earns 
as profit. And more of those earnings go to gov- 
ernment when shareholders pay their individual in- 
come taxes, under. the present unjust system of dou- 
ble taxation. . 

..' The big point is that the majority of stockholders 
in all industries with. widely dispersed ownership are 
in- the small and middle-income brackets. Many of 
them are Industrial workers, who have invested sav- 
ings in the corporations which employ them, and 
other, enterprises. Investors, far from being unduly 
favored, are disproportionately taxed today.

Free Markers Make Free Men 

A short time ago the Arizona Daily Star said 
editorially: "The cowmen of Arizona, that is,, the 
great majority of them, speaking through the Ari- 
zona Cattlegrowers Association, have once more ex- 
pressed themselves as opposed to government price 
controls on their product." These cattle raisers had 
just whole-heartedly .endorsed a statement by the 
head of the American National Cattlemen's associa- 
tion that "free markets make free men, and free men 
make a free world." 

The Daily Star described some of the undesirable 
results — including rigid oroductlon controls — that 
could be expected if government moved in. Then 
it concluded: ."In casting their lot, with the sound 
basic economy theory than an expanding population 
will continue to cat and most of it will eat meat, the 
cattlemen have not only built for themselves a sound 
future, they <have provided a good example for others 
as well. 

"Letting the market set the measure for produc- 
tion rather than produce for a surplus and for waste, 
is still the best business method." 

As for the- long-term future of meat production 
and supply, the nation's farmers and ranchers have 
a tremendous job to do.

Governor John S. Fine of Pennsylvania recently 
declared that the "welfare and security" 'of the na- 
tion depend upon the maintenance of a healthy do- 
mestic fuels industry." He then announced that he 
has asked the chief executives of 15 other, coal -pro- 
ducing states to confer with hitn and discuss a num- 
ber of important problems the coal industry now 
faces, 

He offered an agenda which Includes: more fav- 
orable federal tax policies with reference to higher 
depletion allowances and better treatment of depre- 
ciation and exploration costs; encouragement of coal 
use In state and local public buildings; encourage- 
ment of basic research in the state universities for new 
uses and applications of coal; encouragement of 
young men In these universities for careers -as min- 
ing engineers and related jobs; greater state coopera- 
tion in dealing with mine water problems; and a study 
of soil reclamation and conservation problems which 
are implicit In strip mining. 

,The fact that the governor of one of- our principal 
industrial states is so greatly concerned with the wel- 
fare of cool is In itself a good Indication of how Im- 
portant the industry is. We must have an energetic 
and progressive coal industry — every sign points' to ; an 
expanding need for coal In the future. Yet coal .has 
been a near-profitless enterprise at a time when most 
other Industries have been doing well. No Industry 
can render maximum service, and build properly for 
the long-range future, when that Is the case.

DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF
